Wil. CARTER SHOT 
BY PR, R. E. MO ORE 

Tragedy Occurred in Louisa Last Night 
Wound is Probably Fatal 



Mr. Wm. Cartee age about 45 tras 
shot at five o'clock yesterday evenlngr 
In Louisa by Dr. R. C. Moore, veteri- 
nary surgeon. The ball entered his left 
side just below the heart and the woundl 
Is expected to he fatal. He Is In River, 
view hospital and his death s expect- 
ed at any time. Dr. Moore was refus- 
ed bond and placed In tall. 

The shooting occurred at the dooi* 
of Moore'a office when Carter started 
to enter. It Is said they had some trou- 
ble In the office a few minutes before. 

If the reports are true the tragedy 
Is explained by one familiar word — 
whisky — one of mankind's greatest, 
curses, responsible for 90 per cent of 
the hom'cldes. 

The men are relatives. Carter was a. 
brother to John H. Carter, former Sher- 
iff of Lawrence-co. 



SAVE THE FOOD SUPPLIE8. 

Seven years ago a famous European 
stndent of history prophosled that the» 
next great war of the future would not 
be won by fighting but by famine. W* 
are to-day fighting that war, and fam- 
ine is Indeed threatening to be its ar- 
biter. 

The men of England, Scotland, Ire- 
land, France, Italy, and Belgium — our 
allies— are fighting; they are not or» 
the farms The production of food oy 
tnese countries has therefore beerr 
greatly reduced. Even before the wa>- 
it was much less than the amount con- 
sumed. The difference came wore large- 
ly from other countries than from- 
America. Now. this difference is great- 
er than ever, and, at tho same time, 
supplies can nr longer come from most 
of the other countries. They must now- 
come from America. Therefore, our al- 
lies depend on us for food as they have 
never depended before, and they ask* 
us for It with a right which they have* 
never had before. For to-day they ate- 
doing the fighting, the suffering an i 
dylnit — in our war. 

We mii'.t send tbem the food they 
have to have. Wo will send It. But we» 
can only do It by n wise and loyal econ- 
omy of food on the part of every on» 
of us. We must stlmulnte our food pro- 
duction, organize our food handling, 
eliminate al' the wnetc possible, sub- 
stitute as htrrelv as possible other foods 
for >vhei t, bc»f. pork, dairy products, 
and sugar and red. ice consumption 
where It Is exiesslve. 

To accomplish these things is tho 
problem of the United Stntee Food Ad- 
ministration But this accomplishment 
can come only from the combined per- 
sonal and vob.ntarv service of all the 
people of the land. To that end we want 
nil the people to Join the Food Admin- 
istration No fees or dues: merely 4 
promNe to heln.

Illinois Senator Rebukes the 
Pacifist Propagandists. 



Says They Befoul Own Land, Betray 
Own Fellow-Citizens and Sur- 
render Country. 

Washington, SepL 25. — Keplylng to 
the Merman reply to the Puiie's pence 
proposal. Senator Lewis of Illinois, tho 
Democratic whip of the Senate, de- 
clared In a vigorous spevh that no 
pence Is possible until America 1m 
achieved all her war alms. lie assailed 
German perfidy and delivered a sting- 
ing rebuke to the pacifist propagnnd 
lsts, declaring they are "befouling 
their own land, Ixetraylng their own 
feUow-Cttlxong, and surrendering their 
own country." 

"Who nre the* In America that de- 
mnnd the right to argue against this 
war of America r he said. "Who are 
those who ask to debate die righteous- 
ness of their own country? To dispute 
the honor of their own men and ques- 
tion the virtue of their own women? 
Who are those who demand to de- 
nounce their country's cause while they 
praise the purpose of her destroyers? 
Who are those who cry for "constltu 
Uonal free speech. to befoul their own 
land, betray their own citizens, and 
surrender their oVn country? Let us 
now reply to all those, saying — yes, 
your country guarantees free speech to 
every American, but that man who 
uses free speech against A'mericu Is 
not the man to whojD free speech Is 
gnarantee-d. In this land there can 
be no free speech to any man to de- 
stroy the freedom of hie felloV-men. 
There can never be liberty .of speech to 
an American citizen to destroy the lib- 
erty of the American nation. Let this 
meaning of our constitution be now 
proclaimed, as fixed to all mankind."

"Loved fatherland, be restful (or 
undisturbed)." 

In the parody It curries a sneer com- 
prehensible only to one who under- 
stands the German mode of speech and 
tboughL * 

Type of German Propaganda. 
Of Itself the Instance Is slight. But 
U typifies u certain Iniportunt phase 
of the Gerinuo propaganda which 
subtly but "persistently seeks to pre- 
seut Germany's course In America I 
tho most favorable light, even to tb 
extent of defending the Improper uc 
tlvltles of tho Teutonic diplomatic rep- 
resentatives before their passports 
were given them. 

Because df this continuing prom 
guudn certain documents in the ]h>» 
session of the department of Just! 
now assume peculiar Importance, 
that they prove undeniably the lull 
mate relations between the uccredtted 
representatives of the kaiser in the 
United States 'and plotters against the 
laws aud the aocurily of UiUi cpuutiy, 
whofcu enterprise did not fall short of 
projected wholesale destruction of life 
aud property. 

Curious Chapter In History of War, 

Such of these documents as wet 
essential to legal procedlngs brought 
Kgalnst the Germans have beeu pub- 
lished. Others are here made public 
for the first time.

In the fall or ': 14. when the Oer-

There were tv n peculiar features 
Bb/mt this nnVc. One was that It was 
frequented during two yenrs-of singu- 
larly quiet and utibaHluessllke exist 
ence chiefly by Germans who find 
nothing whatsoever to do with adver- 
tising. The other was a large safe, 
bearing the Inslgqla ofsthe German Im- 
perial governmenL 

Von Igel Defies U. S. Agents. 

To this office there came one morn- 
ing In April, mie, while Von Igel waa 
preparing a mass of papers which be 
bad taken from the safe for transfer 
to the German embassy In Washington, 
four United States secret service 
agents from (he department of Justice, 
who made tlo-ir Way past (he guar- 
dians always on dnty, put Von Igel 
under urrest and undertook to setae 
the papers. 

The German was large, powerful 
and brave. With the aid of one asso- 
ciate he stubhortily|fought the officers, 
striving to rescue the phncrs, to close 
the safe,, to get to the telephone snd 
communicate with his supeEtars, He- 
volvers were drown by the secret ser- 
vice men. They produced no effect 
upon the Intrepid Von Igel. 

'This Is German territory. ".he shout- 
ed. "Shoot me and yon will bring' on 
war." 

There was no shooting. But after 
protracted struggle the defenders 
were overpowered and the papers 
seized. 

Find Proof Plot Was Laid. 

When life papers were examined by 
the department of Justice the reason 
for Von Igel'a determined fight be- 
came apparenL Here In the form of 
letters, telegrams, notations, checks, 
receipts, ledgers, eashbooks, cipher 
covins, lists of spies, anfj other memo- 
randa and records, were found Indica- 
tions— Mn some Instances of vaguest na- 
ture, In others of the most damning 
conclusiveness — that the German Im- 
perial governmenL through Its repre- 
sentatives In a then friendly nation, 
was concerned with — 

Violation of law* of the United 
States. 

Destruction of Uvea and property In 
merchant vessels on the high seas. 

Irish revolutionary plots against 
Great Britain. 

Fomenting Ill-feeling against the 
United States In Mexico, 



In n report by Koenlg to his boss, 
Cnptiiln von I'apen of the German em- 
bassy, .Koenlg describes an agent 
who has mnde bombs to resemble 
lumps of coal to be plnced on board 
merchantmen sailing from New 
York for tho purpose of blowing 
them up while nt sea. 

James F. J. Archibald, magazine 
writer and war corresismdent, ac- 
knowledged receipt of $S,OU0 from the 
German embassy for pmpagnnda work. 
Edwin ICini-rson, another correspond- 
ent, got $1,(100. 

John Devoy of New York city, pro- 
fessional Irish patriot, and now editor 
of the Gaelic-American, was the active 
agent of Germany In this country In 
promoting the recent revolution In Ire- 
Innd. Ho was the go-between for 
Bernstorff and Sir Hoger CnsenH-nt. 
executed for treason by tho British 
government. Devoy handled a rh<Tk 
for $1,000 from the Oennnn embassy 
for Casement. 

Daniel F. C«hnlan, Justice of the 
New York supreme court, asked the 
German embassy to telegraph to Berlin 
advice on the Irish revolution, as "the 
services of this revolution may decide 
the war." 

The rhlengn branch of the German 
and Austro-lliingartnn badyoT Informa- 
tion and Belief bureau was active in 
promoting labor disorder. Dr. Max 
Nlveii of Chicago receive.) i\V) for the 
"labor fund." 

Cotnplet«mess of the German spy 
system wnsSlue to loyalty to the kaiser 
of Amerlcnns of Oerrann extraction 
who were willing to betray the coun- 
try of their udoptlon. 

Canada was also the object of (Jer- 
tniin conspirators operating in the 
Uulted States nuder the direction of 
tho German emlmssy.

H. V. McChesney, In charge 
of the educational and entertainment 
work for the T. M. C. A. at Camp 
Zachary Taylor, said tho command- 
ing officer, has dooldsd to require 
every Illiterate to go to the school 
to be conducted by the Y. M. O. A. 

Mrs Cora Wilson Stewart, chair- 
man of the Illiteracy Commission, la 
cooperating with Mr. MrCheaney 
and will usr part of tho fund being 
raised for tho Soldiers' Moonlight 
Schools to proarlde hooka and equip- 
ment for the army schools. Mrs. 
Slow-art said that any agency striving 
Affectively to eradicate Illiteracy will 
receive the whole-hearted support and 
encouragement of the rommlaalon and 
this work In the cantonment Is fur- 
thering the eause; since the Illiterate 
soldiers usually come from illiterate 
families and their Instruction Is the 
entering wedgp for the enlightenment 
of the whole houVehnld.

KENTUCKIANS APPEAL FOR AID 



Congressmen of Ststs «nd Governor 
Are Asked to Ute Effort* to Pre- 
vent Threatened Coal Famine— Ex- 
ecutors of Bingham Estate Appeal 
to Higher Court 

Following a meeting of citizens of 
Lexington at which the strike of coal 
ejluers in the Kentucky-Tennessee 
■eld and the threatening coal famine 
were discussed, a telegram was Bent 
iy Mayor James C. Rogers and others 
to President Wilson, Secretary of La- 
bor Wilson, Senators James and Beck- 
bam, Congressman Cantrlll, Fuel Ad- 
ministrator Garfield and Governor 
Stanley, urging quick action to hasten 
a conclusion of the negotiations with 
respect to the price of coal In this 
state and to Bocure an adjustment of 
the labor troubles in the mining dis- 
trict of Southeastern Kentucky. 

An appeal was filed in Jefferson 
county circuit court by Judge R. W. 
Bingham, W. R. Kenan, Jr., of New 
York, and William A. Blount, execu- 
tors of the will of Mary Lily Flagler 
Bingham, in which the appellants seek 
to set aside the court order appoint- 
ing the Fidelity and Columbia Trust 
Company as joint administrators of 
r- the Bingham estate. 

J. M. Vaughn filed a petition in Pa- 
Ties county circuit court here asking 
for the appointment of a receiver for 
the Ross-Vaughn Tobacco Company of 
Owensboro, and the granting of an or- 
der restraining John Ross, president 
of the company, from disposing of $35.- 
000 worth of stock owned by Vaughn 
and held by Ross as collateral on a 
loan. 

Alleging he had been hampered in 
his work, and objecting to tho ap- 
pointment of George B. Strader by 
County Judge Bullock to be In charge 
of an asphalt mixing plant. Robert W. 
Davis submitted his resignation as 
county road supervisor to the Fayette 
fiscal court, and It was accepted by a 
vote of 6 to 1. 

Farmers of Washington county are 
busy cutting tobacco. They state that 
they have never known a more sulta 
t>le season for cutting and housing 
tobacco than that afforded by tin 
weather of the last two weeks. The 
grop Is almost up to the average year 
g* quantity and far above the average 
to quality. 

W. A. Arbuckle, J. T. Curtis and 
Charles Curtis, large land owners in 
Madison county, were arrested on 
charges of hunting game without a 
license. The warrants were sworn 
out by Deputy Game Warden W. H. 
Qrider. 

Fire destroyed a large tobacco barn 
and contents on the farm of D. F. Gill, 
near Allensville, entailing a loss of 
92,000, with no Insurance. Also a barn 
near Elkton containing about 2,000 
pounds of tobacco belonging to Lcs*lie 
Harris, who had responded to his call 
under the selective draft, was destroy- 
ed by Are. 

Growers of this county report that 
high prices are being offered for the 
1917 tobacco crop, one grower near 
Carlisle reporting that he sold his 
crop to a speculator at $20 per 100 
pounds for all grades. 

County Judge Green refused to re- 
new a tavern license In Jefferson coun- 
ty, and this action Indicates that fifty 
saloons in the county will be put out 
of existence, because they fall within 
the five-mile radius the government 
fixed for Camp^Taylor outside the cor- 
poration lines of LotilBvllle. 

Lieutenant Cecil P. Armstrong, of 
Company D, Third Kentucky Infantry, 
whose home was at Hopkinsville, died 
In Lexington from appendicitis. Fol- 
lowing services in the First Baptist 
church the body was sent to Hopklns- 
Tille and there burled. 

James B. McGulnness, of Boston, 
whose body was found In an alley in 
Lexington, last week, "came to his 
death from unknown causes," accord- 
ing to the verdict of a Jury hearing 
testimony before Coroner Leigh R. 
Gordon. 

■ — John Allphln, fireman, and two ne- 
gro passengers Were killed and about 
£0 other negro passengers were In- 
jured when a freight locomotive, run- 
ning wild, crashed Into a Louisville 
ft Nashville passenger train about one 
mile west of Neon. The locomotive is 
believed to have been set in motion 
by a negro who was seen running 
awaj* 

Joe Morris, 30 years old, a lineman, 
was electrocuted at Hopklnsvllle while 
working on a newly erected pole. He 
hung suspended by his leather belt, 
which was strapped about the pole, 
and considerable difficulty was exper- 
ienced In getting the body down. 

Wilbert Riley Goodaker, who was 
among those notified to appear here 
as Caldwell's first quota to go to Camp 
Taylor, was arrested and placed In 
-the county Jail at Princeton. Goodaker 
has protested against the selective 
draft and has threatened not to com- 
ply with the order. 

Dr. Samuel Preston Fetter and Mrs. 
Fetter, of Palntsvllle, have bought 
the residence of Judge John F. Hager, 
•t Ashland. It Is undi rstood the deal 
represented $100,000. Mrs. Fetter was 
the widow of John C. C. Mayo, the 
multi-millionaire of Northeastern Ken- 
tucky. 



STORMIEST SESSION 
HELD IN MANY YEARS 



INVESTIGATION WILL GROW OUT 
OF PUBLICATION BY DEPART- 
MENT OF CORRESPONDENCE. 



Resolution That Charges Reflecting on 
the Integrity of Congress Be 
Substantiated. 

Western Newspaper Union News Prrrioe 
Washington.— After the stormiest 
session in years the House of Repre- 
sentatives sent to the Rules Committee 
a resolution demanding a thorough In- 
vestigation of the statement made by 
Representative Heflln. of Alabama, 
that 13 or 14 members had been acting 
Suspiciously. The investigation will 
grow out of the publication by the 
State Department of correspondence 
showing that Count von Bernstorff, for- 
mer German Ambassador at Washing- 
ton, had a "slush fund" to influence 
congressional action. 

Representatives Hoflin, Howard and 
others who believe Borne of their col- 
leagues havo been Influenced by Ger- 
man money will have a chance to ex- 
plain their suspicions. The resolution 
was introduced by Fordney, of Mich- 
igan. It calls upon Speaker Clark to 
appoint a committee of seven members 
to make tho Investigation. Tho com- 
mittee would be allowed $10,000 for ex- 
penses. Its work must be finished in 
10 days. Norton, of North Dakota, 
wound up a bitter attack on Hoflin and 
Howard with a resolution demanding 
that they substantiate charges reflect 
ing on the Integrity of Congress or be 
punished properly. Both resolutions 
■were referred to the Rules Committee. 
The Fordney and Norton resoluUoni 
completely upset the Democratic pro- 
gram. 

I. W. W.'S BACK R EVOLUTION 

Federal Officers Were to Have Been 
8hot, Bridge Burned and Tele- 
graph Wires Severed. 

Enid, Okla. — A revolution of 1.000, 
000 malcontents, nation-wide in scope, 
backed by the I. W. W., and 48 affll 
lated organisations, Including the 
Working Class Union, In which It was 
planned to" apply the torch to small 
cltlos. shoot officers ot the. Govern 
ment and demoralize communication, 
was planned tor July 27 last, accord- 
ing to the testimony of Will Hoover 
state witness In the trial of 11 alleged 
anti-draft agitators from Central Ok 
lahoma. ' The Industrial Workers ol 
the World were to start the uprising, 
Hoover sajd "Rube" Munson, alleged 
stare organizer of the Working C*lase 
Union, told a meeting of tho Fried* 
Khlp, local In an open cornfield neat 
Sasakawa. At a prearranged time the 
Working Class Union was to capture 
small towns, take charge of banks 
burn bridges and cut telegraph wires 
while the I. W. W. cared tor the 
larger cities in a like manner.

Hurricane Sweeps Island of Jamaica 

Kingston, Jamaica. — Mine persons 
were killed and much property dam- 
age was caused at Port Antonio in 
the hurricane which struck the Island 
of Jamaica. The Customs Houbo was 
destroyed and a large hotel damaged 
badly. Coasting vessels at near-by 
points were Injured by the wind. No 
reports have boon received from the 
western eud of tho Island. Railway 
and telegraph service is still suspend- 
ed. The banana crop Is believed to 
have suffered severely and cocoanuta 
damaged considerably. 



Russians Defeat Germans. 
London. — The Russians again bavs 
turned successfully on the German ex- 
treme left, north of Riga. In a bril- 
liant local attack they captured, aftei 
fierce fighting, German positions In 
the sector of Silzeme (Sllsem), 53 
miles northeast of Riga. How bitter 
the struggle was. and how heavily the 
Teuton lost is Indicated by the state- 
ment of tho Petrograd War office that 
400 Germnn corpses were found on the 
battle field. Sixty prisoners and ten 
machine guns were taken by the vic- 
tors. 



President Forbids Exportation of Gold. 

Washington— Treasury officials, car 
rylng out tho Government's policy con- 
cerning the conservation of gold, have 
virtually decided upon a policy pro- 
hibiting tho export of gold to Spain. 
No gold has been licensed for export 
to Spain since the President's procla- 
mation became effective, except sev- 
eral small Bhlpmouts already loaded 
aboard steamers. 



Argentine Navy to Mobilize. 

Buenos Aires— Mobilization of the 
Argentine navy has been ordered at a 
rendezvous 37 kilometers from Buenos 
Aires. There also is unusual military 
activity In the republic. Although this 
ostensibly Is due to the general strike, 
a high official said the General Staff, 
has its eyes open to "other necessi- 
ties." 



8evere Storm Sweeps Seaboard. 

Norfolk — Many vessels are reported 
to be In distress as the result of a se- 
vere storm which is sweeping the At- 
lantic seaboard off this coast. It wa< 
reported a mystorious airplane of for- 
eign make is ashore with no signs of 
the aviator.

Amsterdam. — Budapest dispatches, 
printed In German newspapers arriv- 
ing here, tell or an explosion In the 
Lubenz coal mines.

Declares Agriculture Is the Only Great 
Industry Now Undermanned as 
Compared With the Standards 
Existing Before the War. 

Washington, SepL 25— Representa- 
tives of more than two million organ- 
ized farmers met President Wilson ot 
the White nouse and discussed with 
him the methods of determining ex- 
emption of funu labor in connection 
with tho draft. The farmers were ac- 
companied by a large assemblage of 
senators, congressmen and prominent 
persons ifrom various stutes who gutb- 
i ered here to present their case to the 
I President. The farmers presented a 
i memorial drawn by the ftilerul board 
i of form organisations, a federation of 
national furm assoctatlous, which was 
; formed shortly after the outbreak of 

■ our war with Germany, us a means of 
giving the farmer a voice In national 
affulra. The board proposes to do for 

1 fanners what the American federation 
of lnlsir dikes for workers and the 
Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States dot's for organized business in- 
terests. Joining w)|h the board were 
the legislative commltteo of the na- 
tional grange. The mcmorltit follows: 
"Mr. President : There Is an unprocc- 
dented shortage Of agricultural inlior. 
I Because of'lt the farmers of the United 
| States fourthey may not he uble to do. 
as they doMru to do, their full chure In 
the great summon task of "Inning the 
war. Per this reason tho fed<»rul Inmrd 
of farm organizations, speaking for the 
farmers of America, has asked permis- 
sion to lay certain facts before you. 
Agriculture !»' the only great Industry 
now undermanned as compared' with 
the standards existing beforo the war. 
Many Industrie* want additional help. 
Agriculture actually has less. 

'The shortage of farm inbor Is cut- 
ting down the productive power of 

■ American farms. Transportation com- 
panies, contractors, and Industrial 
plants offer for labor prices higher by 
far than any farmer can pny.und still 
produce food for the consumer at rea- 
sonable rates. 

Is Sk.llod Occupation. 
"Farming is a highly skilled occupa- 
tion. Trained fnrm Inbor cantffit be re- 
placed to udvuutugo by untrained m«u. 
women, and boys. Furthermore, the 
common necessity to make the fgnn 
laborer, whoever he may ho, n member 
of the family circle, still further re- 
stricts tho availability of strangers. 
The retnrn to the farmer Is far belpw 
thut to men equnlly skilled In any 
other occupation, while the special 
risks he runs from weather, Insects, 
and diseases uro greater than theirs 
1 by far. Therefore men who leave the 

fnnu seldom return to It 
! "We do not approve of class oxemp- 
I Hons from the draft. But we under- 
! stand that it Is the chief purpose of a 
] selective draft to keep those Industries 
which pro most essential to "the win- 
' nlng ofthe war manned to the point of 
j highest efficiency, ut least until such 
time ns the need of men at the front 
shall compel a shortage In every Hue 
of work. In our Judgment the present 
method of executing the law will re- 
sult In greatly reducing the productive 
power of our farms Just at the time 
when an Increase In thut power is the 
one most essential condition of victory. 
As you yourself have said, 'upon the 
furmers of this country, therefore, in 
large measure, rest the fate of the war 
and the fate of the nations.' 

"If the selective service act Is based 
upon the desire of the government to 
put each man where he muy serve his 
country best then the administration 
of the uct should not limit exemption 
to those who apply for It, as It does 
now. Many farmers who should In- 
exempt refuse to apply. Many young 
men voluntarily enlist In the nnny who 
can serve most usefully elsewhere. We 
ourselves know of muny young furmers 
who have left the farm for the army, 
to the loss ot the nation as a whole. 
Mere exemption or discharge of skilled 
farmers from the draft would not meet 
the case. They should be required to 
remain In productive labor on the furm 
din-lug the period for which their ex- 
emption may be necessary. 

Farmers Answered Call. 
"Because the world is short of food, 
the government has asked the farmers 
as a patriotic service to increase their 
product In answer to the call, the 
farmers, have done, and will do their 
best But already a large proportion 
of the farms are undermanned, and 
the process of depletion proceeds un- 
checked. America Is making the same 
mistake that EnglUnd made, Instead of 
learning from her experience. We be- 
lieve that it Is against the national in- 
terest and safety, as well as against 
the purpose of the law and the govern- 
ment to let this drain go on. 

"Wha,t we seek is a more jierfcct ad- 
ministration of the purpose of the act 
to protect the essential occupations. 
We ask you to see to it that furm la- 
borers and farm owners may be kept 
or placed where they muy sen o the 
nation best."
